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For the past three months Achilles Grigorogiannis, mamber of Si.ELD. has beon 
organizing 2 new "democratic frent” in Athens to ativact as meaay discontented 
and disillusioned Commmists and formor-Commmnists as possible. Gvigorogiannis 
haa already enijisted the support ef Leonidas Christodovlias. Nikea Menferatos 
(members of SK.ELD), as well] as Ioannis Peltelic end the forme: Comuniet Party 
oficial Vasilios Hantzos, He has also reportedly ciscuased the movement with 
Vasili “ertinovic, First Secretary of the Yugoslav Lemition, with whem he 
maintains close contact, 


When Grigorogiannis left Greace in early February for a business trip to 
Pelgrade and Bern , he instructed Nikos Monferatos to take over the movement 
during his absence* and to hold preliminary discussions with the above-mentioned 
persons concerning the best platform and policy to be adopted by the movement, 


As a result, at a meeting called by Monferates on 18 February 1951%*, a 3.mn 
coumittee composed cf Monfevatos himself, Ioannis Peltekis and Vasilios Hantzes. 
vas formed to direct the movoment. It is anticipated that Grivorogiannis will 
become the chairman of this committees on his return from abrosd, 


dantzos is relieved to have wide contacts in extreme leftist and Communist 
circles, and will renortedly secure support of the movement fram the KKE, 
Peltekis has reportedly already approached both British and Amertean officials 
iu an attempt to solicit foreign support (presumbly finincial ‘in nature), 


Nothing is known at this tine of any active morel or financial support 
actually being given the movement. The Yugoslay Legation is resortedly 
intensely interested in the movement, and is kept informed of ts develop- 
ment through constant contact with Grigorogiannis himself, 


Attached heretc is a "Manifesto", reportedly composed by Grigovrogiannis, 
seiting forth the policy anc sime of this new movement. 


Comment: Griecrogiaanis is expected back in Athens approximately 
20 March 1951,
